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WHAT OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A CENTRAL BANK?

Agitation for the establishment of a central bank as the solution of our 
principal currency ailments has been taken up in a way that those who a few 
' weeks ago complained of a manifestation of apathy on the part of the coun- 
| try would scarcely have regarded as possible. Impetus to the movement 
© which was well under way by the end of the first day’s session of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association in Chicago was given by the utterances of Presi- 
dent Taft when in his initial address on his tour of the West declared that 
“it is apparent from the statements of Mr. Vreeland and Mr. Aldrich that 
the trend of minds of the monetary commission is toward some sort of ar- 
F rangement for a central bank of issue which shall control the reserve and 
' exercise a power to meet and control the easual stringency which from time 
to time will come in the circulating medium of the country and the world.”’ 


Agitation Foreshadows Early Action 


It is apparent therefore with the President of the United States taking 
this attitude and with such interest as was displayed for and against the idea 
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by the bankers themselves that the central bank is to play an important part 

in the legislation during the period immediately following the report of the 
monetary- commission or at least it will be a big feature in the reecommenda- 
tions of that body. 

It is not my purpose to discuss this question at length at this time but 
rather to set forth some of the arguments of well known students of the 
currency problem and point out some things which are worth while bearing 
in mind during this campaign of education and discussion. The recent whirl. 
wind of discussion has not been the result of merely idle words. The utter- 
ances of President Taft, George M. Reynolds and others mean more to those 
who can read between the lines than appears on the surface. They mean that 
we are progressing toward a safe, sound and rational solution of our eur. 
renecy problem—a solution which it is hoped will accomplish what the banks 
were forced to do through the suspension of cash payments in 1907 and the 

‘use of the clearing-house certificates, excepting that it will be done auto- 
matically and along legal and more scientific lines. 




































Question of Control of Bank Is Crucial Point 


Of course, after all, there may be danger in the central bank if the pro- 
visions for it are not carefully safeguarded and the element of control so ar- 
ranged that this powerful currency issuing and rediscounting institution 
shall be free from the domination of any clique of banking interests or of 
politicians. To safeguard this Mr. Reynolds offered a happy suggestion. 
It is certain that none of those who have the central bank idea in mind as a 
scientific method of solving our currency problem and at the same time want 
it to work out as a success, would care to see any loophole that would allow 
Wall street or any other section of the country monopolize the control, for 
that would immediately undo the good that such a bank would accomplish 
by creating distrust in the minds of the people. Wall street financiers know 
this. 

Wall street realizes another thing—namely, that such a provision would 
leave open the avenue for a latter control, probably by a combination of pol- 
iticians and western bankers, to the detriment of the East. Such a develop- 
ment might be as serious and certainly would be as undesirable as would a 
Wall street oligarchy. Both must be avoided if the central bank idea is to 
accomplished the good results which its sponsors expect of it. This safeguard 
President Taft made clear he would insist upon. 


Must Be a Bank for All the People and Not a Clique 


N. W. Harris sounded the keynote when he said: ‘‘A majority of the 
American people will not favor the establishment of a great central bank 
unless organized upon such lines as will be greatly to the advantage of the 
people as a whole and aid materially in the general development of the 


country, and not usable for the special advantage of a few large banks or 
large capitalists ’’ 
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While Mr. Harris’ ideas as to the method of eqntrol and other features 
differ somewhat from those advanced by Mr. Reynolds and both differ from 
the suggestions of Andrew J. Frame, the former president of the Bankers’ 
Association, yet these differences are as to details rather than on the main 
question. Whether any of the plans so far as the details are concerned meet 
the requirements to protect the bank from being made the instrument of any 
clique of financiers or politicians or not remains to be seen. Possibly any 
measure framed will be a compromise on details. Certain it is that the dif- 
ference of opinion by such strong men as these on details aiming in the same 
direction will be productive of a more perfect safeguarding provision than if 
all were of one mind. 


Discussion Is Earnestly Solicited 


It is the purpose to discuss this question from time to time and articles 
from those who have given the matter serious thought are solicited, for iu 
this exchange of ideas only, can a broad and comprehensive solution of our 
eurreney problem be solved. } 


SHALL WE HAVE “A NATIONAL RESERVE BANK?”

With the motto: Make it our servant, but not our master or monopolizer, 
yes! If it is going to monopolize or revolutionize our present, splendid, 
independent banking business, then I say no! 

I believe the destruction of the great United States Bank in 1836 by An- 
drew Jackson a justifiable act, because that bank with its branch system was 
monopolizing the whole banking functions in too large a degree and was a 
menace to the independent banks of the country. 

Branch banks generally throughout Europe and Canada simply skim 
the cream from city and country alike to enrich the exchequers of the mo- 
nopolists in the great centres. These monopolists impoverish the hamlet by 
sending in figure heads at nominal salaries to do the skimming. They prac- 
tically pay no taxes. There are no local boards of directors, or stockholders. 
The whole banking power of Canada is not equal to that of little Massachu- 
setts and Canada is equal in size to the United States, barring Alaska. The 
hamlets and even most of the cities of Canada are practically asleep. 


Benefits of Our Independent System of Banks 


Contrast these conditions with our independent banking system, with 
able officials, paid according to their ability, and a board of directors chosen 
from the best men in each locality. The stocks of the banks are largely lo- 
cally owned. The little city in which I live receives from $4,000 to $5,000 a 
year in taxes from the bank of which I have the honor to be president. If 
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the bank was a branch in a like city in Canada, the license of $25, to do busi- 
ness as a branch bank would be the only tax the city would receive, except 
tax on bank building, if owned, but that would be levied in any event. In 
the United States practically the total receipts are paid out for official pay- 
rolls, taxes, etc. The balance of profits is kept at home and reinvested by 
those locally interested in the upbuilding of the home city. The uplifting of 
a vast number of hamlets upbuilds the great centres, thus broadening pros- 
perity generally. These conditions prevail in the United States, therefore 


both hamlet and city are wide awake and our general prosperity seems to 
know no bounds. 


Careful Survey of the World’s Banking Systems 


After a careful survey of the world’s banking systems and progress, I 
am firmly convinced our independent banking system has been one of the 
prime factors, in producing this grand result. The National banking system 
has proven beyond cavil the safest and best system the world has ever known. 
State, savings banks and trust companies are necessary adjuncts to our 
development. In States where good banking laws are in force, losses 
to depositors have been almost nil. Witness Wisconsin under good laws 
for the past five years with no losses. New England with good laws for 
years and infinitesimal losses. New York with over $100,000,000 of de- 
posits in suspended banks in 1907, but not a dollar lost to depositors. We 
are making notable progress, as many States with lax laws and some none 
at all, have of late years been swinging into line. It is to the diseredit 
of the lawmakers of the great State of Illinois, with a few others, that 
all the States are not in line. When it is accomplished then the political 
ery that the conservative banker shall stand sponsor for the promoter’s 
debts under the guise of bank deposit insurance, as well as the unealled 
for ery for a postal savings bank, thus putting the United States Govern- 
ment into competition with upwards of 20,000 independent banks which 
are doing so much to upbuild the Nation, will cease. 

The foregoing facts indicate that the great central banks, as well as 
the country banks generally, are now fulfilling the necessary functions of 
taking deposits, granting loans, ete. 


Issuing Currency Not a Necessary Function 


The issuance of currency is not a necessary general banking function. 
Witness that over two-thirds of the banks in the United States do not en- 
joy that privilege, therefore the other third can survive on the same diet. 
All students know that practically the whole outside banking world has 
discarded the issuance of currency by small, independent banks, that right 
resting solely with one great central bank of issue for each Nation. These 
banks of issue might be termed the balance wheels of the systems and they 
have proved their value in normal times, as well as in panie periods. 

What, therefore, is lacking in the United States? 


We must concede the 
‘Jack of elasticity in our currency issues. 


In many sections where capital

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is abundant and crops are diversified, banks rarely know when they move, 
but we must concede that at times in some sections where surplus capital 
is not abundant and crops are confined closely to one staple, that incon- 
venience is borne in their movement, both locally and in the great centres, 
from whence comes help at periods of greatest activity. We must concede 
that when panic threatens and pyramid banks burst we have no reservoir 
from which to quench the threatened conflagration, thus preventing cash 
suspensions. When this calamity occurs, labor is thrown out of employ- 


ment; the wheels of commerce are stilled and general paralysis results. 
What is the 


Suggestion of a Remedy For Panics 


It is cash that kills panics when confidence is shaken; as was proved 
conclusively when the Bank of England illegally on several occasions opened 
the flood gates of her issue department to enable the banking department 
to ‘‘loan freely to solvent parties’’ that the wheels of commerce be not 
stilled. History says, widespread relief was almost instantaneous. While 
we were floundering in the slough of despond in 1907 under cash suspensions, 
although Germany was in as greatly an expanded condition as to eredits 
as we were, yet the great Imperial Bank of Issue loaned its 5 per cent 
taxed, extraordinary issues generously to solvent parties at high rates of 
interest, and in so doing brought relief to Germany, without experiencing 
the collapse felt in the United States. 


Defends Aldrich-Vreeland Bill as Temporary Measure 


Clearing House certificates have on several occasions ameliorated our 
condition, but they come after confidence has collapsed. The Aldrich- 
Vreeland bill, I have no doubt, would prevent cash suspensions, not- 
withstanding much shallow adverse criticism. As the bill was passed as 
a temporary measure, that a more comprehensive one might follow; as the 
country generally is seeking light that permanent good may come, why not 
adopt the world’s proved best method (barring the branch banking feature 


as entirely unnecessary and which will not be tolerated in the United 
States) to wit: 


A National Reserve Bank 


This would imply a national reserve bank with— 

First—Capital, say $100,000,000. 

Second—Ownership. To popularize the measure, take voluntary sub- 
scriptions of National and State banks of the country in sums of not less 
than 5 nor more than 10 per cent of the capital of each. Any stock not 
taken, voluntarily by banks, should then be offered to the public, but in no 
ease should any bank or individual acquire or hold in excess of $250,000, 


(or less if thought best) of such stock in order to prevent monopolistic

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control. -I see no reason for the Government to contribute, because without 
it political interference would be practically eliminated. 


Element of Management and Control 


Third—Management. To what extent should the Government control? 

An honorary board of twenty-five directors, without pay except for ex- 
penses and $10 to $25 per day attending quarterly or semi-annual meet- 
ings. Six to go out each year, thus making service four years each. 
The Secretary of the Treasury to be the twenty-fifth member. Directors to 
elect the president, vice-presidents and active heads for terms of not. less than 
ten years each, preferably for life. Other officials, ete., appointed in the 
usual manner. No officer or director to be eligible who has not actively 
served at least ten years as an officer or director in a National or State 
bank in the United States. The twenty-four directors to be elected as 
follows: At each annual State Bankers’ Association Convention, a nomi- 
nation of one director should be made on a majority vote as cast by its 
stockholders in the State, either in person or by proxy. All nominations to 
be listed by the reserve bank and mailed to each stockholder of record, 
thirty days in advance of the annual meeting. The six having the highest 
number of votes cast to be elected. Politics would thus be fully eliminated. 


Comptroller of Currency to Have Supervision 


The Comptroller of the Currency to have the same supervision as over 
National banks. 

Fourth—Business, how obtained? 

If it is thought best not to abolish the present United States Treasury 
system (probably an impolitic thing to attempt to do) then have all the 
surplus funds of the Government, in excess of daily normal requirements, 
deposited in the National reserve bank. Banks desiring, may open accounts. 
or one-half their required cash reserves. All to be counted as reserves under 
the present law, but no interest should be paid on deposits of any nature, thus 
practically eliminating competition with existing banks. The bank should 
have the right to issue $100,000,000 of untaxed notes, any excess to pay 5 
per cent therefor on conditions similar to the Imperial Bank of Germany. 


Problem of Making Loans and Rediscounting 


Fifth—Loans, how made? 

That existing banking privileges be not disturbed, I see no reason why 
the reserve bank should not purchase and hold its full capital and surplus, 
also part of its untaxed currency issues in United States, State, county or 
city bonds, and only use its deposits in generous reserves and the balance 
loaned on quickly convertible paper. Then for the elastic problem the 
untaxed currency could be used to move the crops and the taxed for times 
of adnormal pressure. The repayment of extra loans made by the reserve 
bank to relieve pressure in reserve bank or other notes, would effectively and

automatically impound excessive issues without any expensive redemption 
machinery whatever, thus preventing inflation and its concomitant evil, the 
exportation of gold under the Gresham law. 


Restriction of Central Banks Earnings 

Sixth—Limit earnings. 

A ‘‘surplus fund’’ should be gradually accumulated up to 20 per cent 
of capital and semi-annual dividends declared. One-half of the excess over 
The three central reserve city banks might also deposit up to 1214 per cent 
4per cent dividends should be paid into the United States Treasury, until 
6 per cent be paid to stockholders, then all excess profits should be covered 
into the United States Treasury. Such Government profits to be in lieu of 
any taxation upon the bank. 

These conditions would ensure dividends and Government profits prac- 
tically from the start. Then let us at once commence correction of eco- 
nomic evils that have crept stealthily upon us, by first, 


Retiring the Old Greenbacks 


For any such profits received by the Treasury Department, including 
any semi-annual tax on circulation of National banks, also including taxed 
eurrency issued by the National reserve bank, as hereinafter provided, all 
of which should be paid in gold, the Treasurer of the United States should 
convert into gold certificates. These to be exchanged for outstanding legal 
tender notes and such notes permanently cancelled. As often as $4,000,000 
are cancelled, as approximately there are $4 uncovered Jegal tender notes 
to $3 covered by the gold reserve—a further sum of $3,000,000 of the 
$150,000,000 gold reserve held for redemption of legal tender notes should 
also be exchanged for gold certificates, they in turn exchanged for legal 
tender notes, and cancelled permanently. To facilitate an earlier total 
retirement of the legal tender notes—a consummation devoutly desired 
—as often as the annual surplus revenues of the Government would permit, 
an equal amount of legal tender notes should be retired with the aid of 
such surplus, as may be retired by the foregoing process and in like man- 
ner. This process to continue, silently and without jar to any interest, 
until all the legal tender notes are retired. Gold certificates would then be 
substituted for legal tender notes; no bonds would be issued by the Gov- 
ernment therefore. The government debt would be reduced by $346,681,016, 
less the $150,000.000 gold reserve now held to redeem the notes. The whole 
process should be completed within 20 years, then 


Retiring Two P. C. Bonds and National Bank Notes 


As the rigid, non-elastic National bank currency is the sole menace that 
has troubled the financiers in the past; also that the issue of currency is 
recognized as a function not necessary to general banking; that no in- 
justice be done to the banks owning the abnormally low rate 2 per cent 
Government bonds, I suggest to limit such issues to $600,000,000 until the 2 
per cent Government bonds fall due in 1930, unless otherwise previously pro- 
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vided for. If not, then gradually reduce the issues on some plan which will 
prevent financial disturbances. All excess outstanding over $600,000,000 
(now approximately $70,000,000) to be retired either voluntarily by banks 
or forced in proportion to amount now outstanding. The bonds to secure 
same to be purchased by the National reserve bank at market value and 
an equal amount of untaxed currency to be used for that purpose out of 
the $100,000,000 authorized. No government bonds of any nature to be 
hereafter issued should be used for security for circulation and they should 
be sold strictly on their merits. These operations would be the first retracing 
steps in correcting past errors. 


Bank Must be Servant, Not Master 


Should we have such a reserve bank, I believe it ought to be confined to 
dealings with banks alone, and that no branches are needed. Is it not a 
fact that if New York had had such a bank in 1907 that solvent banks there, 
having ample collateral, could have obtained cash through discounts at the 
bank of issue? If so, such notices as ‘‘no cash will be paid on balances” 
would not have been issued to the country. The simply philosophy of ‘‘you 
got ’em, I no want ’em’’ would apply, and general suspensions would have 
been avoided. As an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of eure, why 
not prevent such cataclysms? What we need is a reservoir from which 
to quench a conflagration in its incipiency. We want a bank, not to mo- 
nopolize the necessary banking function or enter materially into compe- 
tition in normal times with our splendid independent banking system, but 
to be our servant in time of trouble to prevent cash suspensions, with their 
paralyzing train of evils. 

Prof. O. M. W. Sprague, an eminent professor of political economy in 
Harvard University, who thinks branch banking necessary to a bank of 
issue—and, therefore, impossible here—in a long magazine article sums 
up how he believes elasticity can be accomplished and cash suspensions 
avoided in the United States. 

He believes banks taking bank deposits should pay no interest on bal- 
ances. They should also hold larger reserves of cash at all times to meet 
extra demands in abnormal periods. 


Foreign Banks Hold Less Cash Reserves Than Here 

Again. In Britain, France and Germany banks generally—excluding 
the great central banks of issue—hold less than half the cash reserves held 
here. Then why increase the idle capital to be held for 10 to 20 years 
waiting to be used perhaps for three months when panic threatens? Such a 
plan impounds cash that ought to help our upbuilding, and is also hard on 
the stockholders of the banks. The worst of it is, the plan would not work 
practically because when trouble brewed, each bank as done now, would 
hold tenaciously to its cash if not largely increased, and if it had enough 
to meet all demands, it could make no profits. A bank of issue like unto the 
Imperial Bank of Germany, avoids such useless lockup of cash and auto 
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° 
matically expands and contracts its issues to meet emergencies whenever 
and wherever they arise. This is not theory. It has been practically proved 
over and over again. 


Recapitulation of Effects of This Plan 


I have endeavored to cover the great principles which appear to be 
corrective of economic errors that have stealthily fallen upon us. If ac- 
complished we would have 

First—Practical elasticity without inflation and cash suspension would 
be prevented. 

Second—The greenbacks silently paid off and retired. 

Third—The National bank notes retired. 

Fourth—The abnormally low rate 2 per cent bonds retired without 
buneoing or doing violence to good faith investors. 


The first is the paramount question and is at once accomplished. The 
second, third and fourth insidious diseases are gradually removed by a 
slow evolutionary process that will not disturb our equilibrium. No man 
ean measure the vast benefits to capital and labor alike by preventing cash 
suspensions which palsies all progress. Then why not give us a bank of 
issue that will not monopolize our general banking functions, but, in time 
of need 

‘*Will be our servant, and not our master?’’ 


BANK SHOULD BE ORGANIZED FOR ENTIRE COUNTRY

A large central bank should undoubtedly be established in this country, 
and I favored such a project in my letter to Speaker Cannon of January 
21, 1908, which letter was widely published. The investigation and reports 
soon to be made by the congressional monetary commission undoubtedly 
will give to the country at large much needed and valuable information. 
The 1907 panic compelled a large importation of gold, notwithstanding 
the fact that our government’s holdings of that metal largely exceeded 
that of the Bank of England, the Bank of France and the Bank of Ger- 
many combined. 

A majority of the American people will not favor the establishment 
of a great central bank unless it is organized upon such lines as will surely 
be greatly to the advantage of the people as a whole and aid materially in 
general development of the country, and not usable for the special ad- 
vantage of a few large banks or large capitalists. The late legislation of 
our Congress provided for emergency currency very materially strengthens 
the ability of the banks to withstand and greatly curtail a financial panic. 
It will not, however, prevent financial panics. 
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The sanguine temperament of the American people is such that they 
are likely to overtrade, making it possible that some unlooked-for disaster, 
aggravated by sensational newspapers, may leave the country at the merey 
of financial panies. Hence it is wise to further protect the real interests of 
the working classes and the solvent merchants of the country. 


Makes Some Important Recommendations 


It is with a sense of caution and humility that I would venture to ex. 
press my own opinion regarding the character of a central bank, especially 
in view of the early publication of the investigations and reports of the 
congressional monetary committee on the subject. However, I venture in 
a brief way, without naming the full details thereof, to make the following 
recommendations based upon my investigation of foreign financial insti- 
tutions, and the practicable adaptibility thereof to the wants of our people, 
necessary to secure the favorable public sentiment needed to obtain proper 
national legislation. 

A great central bank should have a capital of from $100,000,000 to 
$250,000,000, distributed, say, one-half to the national and state banks of 
the country, the amount being allotted to the states in accordance with 
their population, the individual banks to be limited in their holdings of 
stock to a certain percentage of their capital and surplus. The stock of 
the central bank sold to individuals should also be divided up and allotted 
in the different states according to their population; no individual, directly 
or indirectly, to own, over say, $50,000 par value of the stock. All divided 
profits of the bank above 41% per cent interest should be divided equally by 
the central bank with the United States government. 


His Plan for Selection of Directors 


The directors should be divided into classes, each class to serve for dif- 
ferent lengths of time, but their terms of office to be from five to ten years: 
and one of the classes to be nominated by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate. A certain percentage of the capital and also of its deposits 
should be held in gold and silver. The remainder of its capital and de- 
posits should be invested in obligations of the United States, in municipal 
bonds and first mortgage railway bonds of the character named in the 
original Aldrich senate bill 3032, and generally known as savings bank 
bonds, or loaned direct to national and state banks on such bank bonds as 
collateral, or finally used to purchase bills receivable made on such sav- 
ings bank bonds as collateral, when such bills receivable are also guaran- 
teed by such banks. 


Method of Regulation of Loans 


The loans upon said municipal and other savings bank bonds previously 
named should not exceed 85 per cent of their market value. The amount of 
said bonds outstanding, exclusive of United States government obliga- 
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tions, now exceeds $3,500,000,000, which will supply the central bank 
without advancing unduly the market value thereof. 

The central bank should also be authorized to purchase from state and 
national banks bills receivable, secured by certain classified agricultural 
products not exceeding 80 per cent of the market value of the collateral and 
not having over ninety days to run; the same being guaranteed by the 
banks discounting them. 

The total amount that any one bank may have borrowed or have dis- 
counted from the central bank ought not to exceed a certain per cent of its 
unimpaired capital and surplus. The central bank should act as fiseal 
agent and legal depository of the United States government, and also for 
the various states and municipalities whose bonds it is authorized to pur- 
chase 


Would Bar Out Commercial Depositors 


The depositors of the bank should be limited to the United States gov- 
ernment, the states and municipalities, and the national and state banks 
of the country, though the bank probably should be authorized to receive 
deposits from foreign government banks. No deposits should be received 
from or loans made to private parties, either individuals or corporations. 

The central bank should be authorized to issue currency up to a certain 
percentage of the amount of its assets of the classes previously named, and 
also to keep a certain percentage of reserve in gold. A tax should be paid 
to the government upon its circulation, this tax to be increased when the 
circulation is beyond a certain amount, which should be regulated according 
to the average business requirements of the country. 

When the amount should reach a still larger sum, the tax to the govern- 
ment should be increased accordingly, so as to prevent undue expansion 
except in time of financial panies. This plan, outlined in brief, will aid the 
government and municipalities which represent the people of the United 
States, and further will provide a means for moving the crops of the country 
without unduly advancing interest rates, and be of equal relative value both 
to the small banks in the country and to the very large banks in the big 
cities. 


Establish Bank on Conservative Lines 


The central bank should first be established along very conservative lines 
and not with a view to aiding Wall street in its speculative operations, and 
should also be made beyond the control of any political party that might 
be in power. It should also have its branches in the leading cities of the 
country. This plan would enable the banks in the agricultural districts to 
secure aid from the central bank. Moreover, this central bank plan for 
investments would create a larger market for municipal bonds of counties 
and cities and thereby benefit the taxpayers of the country generally. 

I do not believe in authorizing currency to be issued based on ecom- 
mercial paper. The national bank eurreney which has been so satisfactory 
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to our people everywhere is based upon bonds as collateral security. In 
order to retain the confidence of the people in the currency of the country 
in times of panic, let us keep as close as possible to what the American 
people know to be safe beyond question—that with which they are fa- 
miliar and of whose value they are certain. 


Has Faith in Peoples Wisdom 


I have entire faith in the wisdom of the American people and that we 
shall eventually have a great central bank in this country. It will be the 
best of its kind in the world, and will greatly aid the development of this 
very prosperous country of ours, as has been proved the case by the long 
and wide experience in the other leading nationals of the world. 

Let us of the large cities be broad, liberal and loyal to the country 
at large, and grant to the small banks in the agricultural] districts the same 
advantages we seek for ourselves. This is the true American principle upon 


which our nation has been united and successful, and let us be fully loyal to 
this standard. 


EFFICACY AND LIMITATIONS OF BANK SUPERVISION* 


By JAMES B. FORGAN 
President of the First National Bank of Chicago 


Bankers and their customers alike are deeply interested in this sub- 
ject. For some years past this interest has manifested itself in a growing 
demand that bank supervision should be as thorough and bank examina- 
tions as efficient as it is possible to make them. In response to this demand 
there has been a steady development of method and a widening of scope 
in government examinations—both National and State; the clearing house 
associations of some of our larger cities have organized examination bureaus; 
and private audits by chartered accountants have become of much more 
general and more frequent use. These developments have greatly enhanced 
the efficacy of bank supervision and improved the efficiency of bank exami- 
nation. 

So marked have been these developments and improvements that there 
seems now some danger that the limitations of bank supervision by exami- 
nation will be overlooked and that too much reliance will be placed in 
the efficacy of external supervision. The public must not be deluded 
into the belief that official examinations will relieve them of the funda- 
mental duty of exercising their own discrimination in the selection of a 
bank. The entire credit system on which the business of the country is 
built up having its very basis in the exercise of such discrimination, any 
delusion which proposes to relieve the public of it would, morally and 
economically, be most injurious, tending to carelessness and general de- 
moralization in business affairs as well as to a lowering of the standard 
of business sagacity and social efficiency.

EFFICACY AND LIMITATIONS OF BANK SUPERVISION 217 


There is a growing tendency on the part of the public to blame govern- 
ment or other authorities charged with the supervision of banks by ex- 
aminations for failures when they occur. This tendency of public opinion 
Iregard as unfortunate, untenable and unjust. In considering these ques- 
tions let me call your attention to three kinds of bank supervision: 


First—By the government in the interest of the publie. 

Second—By the clearing house committee in the interest of associated 
banks. Ff ‘ 

Third—By the directors in the interest of their stockholders and de- 
positors. 

As State supervision is modeled after that of the National government 
and serves the same purpose we’may confine our consideration of govern- 
ment supervision to that authorized by the National Bank Act and con- 
ducted by the Comptroller of the Currency. 


Limitations on Comptroller of Currency 


The authority of the Comptroller of the Currency is of course statutory, 
which places limitations on his jurisdiction and restricts it to such powers 
as are conferred upon him by the National Bank Act. The powers thus 
conferred upon him, briefly stated, are as follows: 

In connection with bank organization he is empowered— 


To require a copy of the articles of association. 
To approve each bank’s name and its organization certificate. 
To authorize banks to begin business, 
To certify payment of stock. 
Compel oaths of directors. 

And during bank operation— 

1. To approve or disapprove increase or decrease of capital stock. 

2. To require reports from banks and to fine them for refusal. 

3. To designate or approve additional reserve cities and additional cen- 
tral reserve cities. 

4. To appoint a receiver 

a. When a bank has refused to redeem its circulating notes, or 

b. When it shall be dissolved and its franchises declared forfeited, or 

ce. When a creditor obtains a judgment against it which remains un- 
satisfied thirty days, or 

d. When he shall be satisfied of its insolvency, or 

e. When its legal reserve is short and it fails to make it good within 
thirty days, or * 

f. When its capital is impaired and it fails to pay it up after three 
months’ notice. 

5. To appoint examiners who shall examine into all the affairs of the 
bank, examine officers and agents and make their reports to him.

Inquisitorial Power is Restricted ’ 


The Act gives him inquisitorial power as to amount of assets, but only 
inferentially as to character of assets. He is required to ‘‘examine into all 
the affairs of the bank’’ and is given discretionary power to decide when 
an impairment of capital takes place and to take summary action thereon. 
In order to do so he must, of course, investigate and pass upon the value 
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of the assets. It is not generally speaking his function to exercise his judg- 
ment as to current credits so long as they are within legal limits as to 
amount. The exercise of such judgment would neither be desirable nor 
practicable. That responsibility rests on the bank’s officers and directors. 
The Comptroller seems to be unnecessarily hampered by legal restriction 
in determining when losses have occurred. Under the terms of the Act no 
obligation due a bank ean be considered bad until interest is past due six 
months, and not then if it is secured or in process of collection. Such a 
narrow definition of a bad debt can only embarrass him and his examiners 
in arriving at a correct conclusion as to the impairment of a bank’s capital. 
Under his power to appoint a receiver he is given the power to decide when a 
bank is insolvent. He is again hampered here by the Federal Courts’ defi- 
ture,’’ and he could be enjoined in the District Court for any abusive exer- 
cise of his discretion. 

Notwithstanding these limitations and restrictions, I. believe it may 
nition of insolvency, which is ‘‘inability to pay current debts as they ma- 
truthfully be said that under no other banking system in the world are 
such executive authority and plenary powers conferred on any one man as 
are vested in the Comptroller of the Currency. Nor do the laws of other 
countries place such restrictions and limitations on banking operations as 
are placed on those of our national banks. 


Further Improvement in Supervision 


Considerable attention has recently been directed to the possibility of 
improving the government’s supervision of national banks by the passage 
of further restrictive laws and by extending the Comptroller’s powers so 
that he may enforce them by fining or otherwise punishing those who 
break them. If all the suggestions that have been made along this line were 
enacted into law the Comptroller’s office would become so overburdened 
with executive duties that no man with any proper sense of the responsi- 
bility involved would accept the position. The more general and unde- 
fined the powers of the Comptroller are, the more useful to our banking 
system will the administration of his office be made. To charge him with 
specific duties, which are impractical because impossible of fulfillment, 
will only weaken the administration of his office and detract from its use- 
fulness. Any attempt to regulate individual bank management by specific 
legal enactments and to hold the Comptroller responsible for their enforce- 
ment would prove futile, for as has been well said by Senator Aldrich in 
this connection, ‘‘we cannot legislate good judgment and honest purpose 
into the minds and hearts of men.’’ Realizing this, our legislators should 
be careful that bank management is not hampered with such petty legal 
restrictions as only retard the natural and legitimate development of the 
business, stunt the growth of individual banks and impair their ability to 
compete for international business with the older and greater banks of 
other countries. 
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Under our system of free, individual and purely loeal banking. rising 
industries of all kinds in any given locality must provide themselves with 
banking facilities by organizing and usually controlling their own local 
banks. The natural tendency of this is to place the management of new 
banks directly under the control of their principal local borrowers, hence, 
our banking laws have had to be strongly restrictive and prohibitive. This 
is a weakness inherent in our system of numerous small independent 
banks. : 

It is evident, however, that restrictive measures which may be neces- 
sary to regulate a country bank with very limited resources, when applied 
to large city banks with resources aggregating many millions, would prove 
exceedingly irksome, tending only to retard their progress, curtail their 
legitimate enterprise and impair their usefulness to the community. 


Some Evils Inherent in Our System 


Some evils which it is sought to correct by further restrictive legislation 
are, as I have already intimated, inherent in our system. For instance, 
there is found in some of our small banks a large line of trade paper en- 
tirely out of proper proportion to their resources and frequently discounted 
for the president or a director or for corporations in which they are in- 
terested. It has been proposed to place legal limitations on the aggregate 
amount of such paper which a bank ean discount for any one customer. 
It is, of course the abuse 4nd not the legitimate use of banking facilities 
which it is sought to prevent by this legislation. By thus attempting, 
however, to prevent such abuses which only occur in a few eases, the 
legitimate and helpful use of banking facilities may be seriously curtailed. 
If the credits as originally granted by the bank’s customer have been 
earefully and judiciously made and the paper has all been taken by him in 
good faith for merchandise sold and delivered, and if these facets have 
been properly checked up by the banker, as they should be, a safer, sounder 
or more legitimate line of discounted paper cannot be conceived. The 
only limitations necessary to be placed on it, other than the bank’s capae- 
ity to handle it, are such as every sensible banker will place for himself, 
viz: a limit on the amount of the obligations of each individual maker, 
in proportion to his standing and credit, as these may easily be ascer- 
tained on inquiry. . 


Recklessness Makes Supervision Necessary 


In the great majority of cases it is the prosperous industries in a com- 
munity that require banking facilities and their successful owners that take 
steps to provide them. As a rule, the officers appointed are honest and 
trustworthy, comprehending their fiduciary relationship to their deposi- 
tors as well as to their stockholders and having due regard to the well 
recognized principles and methods of banking as well as proper respect for 
the banking laws under which the bank is organized. Hence, fortunately, 
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success is-the usual result and failure the rare exception, as is shown 
by the small percentage of failures that take place. Abuses calling for 
governmental interference creep in when the men in control of a bank 
through recklessness or mismanagement are unsuccessful in their other 
enterprises. Under their baleful influence, the executive officers appointed 
and controlled by them, gradually forgetting their responsibility as trus- 
tees, ignoring correct principles of banking and defying the law, become 
demoralized and permit the use of the bank’s facilities for improper purposes. 
By granting constant renewals of what were originally trade notes, instead 
of enforcing their payment, they permit their controlling borrowers to 
carry along their delinquent debtors. Gradually accommodation notes 
are permitted to go through as representing actual transactions, until the 
parties in control of the bank, besides having borrowed on their ,direct 
obligations all the law permits, have become liable as endorsers on a wholly 
unwarranted line of discounted paper, which is not what it professes to be, 
but is composed of: renewals of bad credits, accommodations, kites, or 
otherwise worthless paper, together with all the other abominations to 
which mismanagement and bad banking fall heir. Such a condition of 
affairs is a most difficult one for the Comptroller or his examiners to handle. 
The longer it lasts the worse it becomes and it is difficult from a legal 
standpoint to allege a cause for action. The only thing that can be done 
is to promptly take exception to such business in its incipient stages, keep 
on objecting to it and finally take action when it becomes so bad that an 
impairment of capital or insolvency takes place. 


Evil Diminishes as Banks Grow Strong 


This evil, however, diminishes as industries grow and increase, and 
banks grow with them. Villages become towns, and towns cities, and 
banks develop with them increasing their resources, diversifying their 
business, distributing their credit risks and gradually becoming independ- 
ent of any single controlling interest or influence. Just as in other lines of 
business, the weak and poorly managed drop out of the race and the strong 
and well managed survive. With our business rush and rapid growth, 
together with the necessity there has been of employing men to manage our 
banks who have had no previous knowledge or experience in the business, the 
wonder is that failures have been so few. The results afford no basis for seri- 
ous complaint against the Comptroller’s department as it has been adminis- 
tered and disclose but little necessity for new laws to regulate it or bank 
examinations as they are conducted under it. Both are developing as 
the system develops and are steadily improving in efficiency. 


Pay of Comptroller is Inadequate 


The pay of the Comptroller’s deputies and examiners should also be 
such as to command the services of experienced and competent men. The 
policy adopted by the present Comptroller of appointing as examiners men 
of previous banking experience, giving preference to those who have been 
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connected with sound, progressive and well-managed institutions and re- 
fusing to consider applications from officers or employes of badly man- 
aged banks, cannot be too highly commended. However, as he will have 
to compete for the services of such men with practically all the good banks 
in the country, their remuneration should be made such as will enable him 
to do so successfully. , 


Examiners Should Have Bank Training 


It is most desirable, almost essential, that bank examiners should have 
had a bank training. Without it, unless they are men of very exceptional 
natural ability and adaptability, they are liable to be impractical in their 
work and erroneous in their judgment, applying theories to problems 
which will not solve them and failing to exercise that sound judgment 
which as a rule is only acquired through practical experience in the busi- 
ness. On the other hand, the experience of a bank examiner is of ineal- 
culable value in the evolution of a bank training, provided he has previ- 
ously been long enough in the banking business to have acquired something 
of what may be called the banking sense—a sort of intuition by which a 
banker reaches conclusions and makes decisions that are generally his best. 
Policies controlling successful bank management must be in accord with 
the laws of political economy and with sound financial theories. Such laws 
and theories will not, however, solve the problems connected with indi- 
vidual applications for loans, no two of which are ever alike.’ The theoreti- 
eal banker, who knows it all and can give you a definite rule for all he 
does, is not generally the successful one. 


Officers and Directors Loans Should be Restricted 


Borrowing from their own banks by officers and directors is another 
matter which it is thought should be regulated by further prohibitive or 
restrictive legislation. That there has been serious abuse of banking privi- 
leges along this line is only too true, but, as I have already pointed out, 
it is due to an evil lying at the very foundation of the development of our 
banking system, the arbitrary prohibition of which now would be almost 
revolutionary. The trouble lies in one man being permitted to act on both 
sides of a transaction, i. e., both as borrower and lender. Officially, he 
passes judgment on his personal credit, and it is not human nature that he 
should degrade himself in his own estimation. Bank directors who know 
their responsibilities and care to assume them will not permit such prac- 
tices. 

It may be necessary under our system to do as some of our State leg- 
islatures have already done, prohibit loans to salaried officers, except with 
the full consent of the board of directors, regularly recorded in their 
minutes. It is a mistake, however, to pass laws which are too easily cir- 
ecumvented. It only induces evasion which is always demoralizing. 

However this may be, it is certain that to absolutely prohibit loans to 
directors, or to place legal restrictions on loans to them, or to corporations 
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in which they are interested, that do not apply to other customers, would 
completely upset our present banking system, destroy the integrity of its 
directorate and seriously impair its usefulness. The best directors banks 
can have, and those they now do have, are the men connected with the 
leading commercial and manufacturing industries, whose close touch with 
business affairs makes them the best judges of credits in their various 
communities. If by being directors they are debarred from the legitimate 
banking facilities to which they are entitled, they will cease to be direc- 
tors, and the inevitable result will be that dummies will take their places, 
possibly to do their bidding. The demoralizing effect. of such a condition 
of affairs, affecting practically every bank in the system, can easier be 
imagined than described. 


Punish for False Reports to Comptroller 


A serious defect in the Bank Act, as the courts have interpreted it, is 
that false reports made to the Comptroller are not a misdemeanor as are 
false entries in the books and false statements made with intent to injure 
or defraud the bank itself. This is all wrong and should be promptly cor- 
rected. The making of false reports to the Comptroller should be re- 
garded as the most heinous offense of its kind and should be punished 
accordingly. A false report to him means a fraud on the public whose 
representative he is. It should be part of the duty of examiners to check 
up reports made to the Comptroller. The integrity of the system depends 
on the reliability of the statements made from time to time to the Comp- 
troller and published in the newspapers. There should be no weakness 
in the administration of the Comptroller’s office in regard to the criminal 
prosecution of bank officers who are guilty of falsification or misrepre- 
sentation. Such offences should be nipped in the bud. When an examiner 
discovers anything in the books, the securities, the loans or the records 
that misrepresents actual conditions it should be a case for criminal pro- 
ceedings and the law should be such as to facilitate prompt action. 


Supervision Restrains Management 


The efficacy of government supervision by examination lies primarily in 
its restraining influence on bank management. The knowledge that the 
banks are to be examined holds the officers in check. This followed by the 
eriticisms of the Comptroller based on the examiners’ reports is efficacious 
in inducing or compelling bankers to comply with the law and with 
proper banking methods and to face and provide for losses as they occur. 
This should afford the public reasonable assurance. Such are the bene- 
fits to be derived from governmental supervisiop and the degree of their 
accomplishment is the measure of their efficacy. All external supervision 
is, however, based on the examination and consideration of transactions 
after they have occurred. It cannot control the making of loans or in- 
vestments at the time they are made. It has no control of initiative man- 
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agement. It cannot, therefore, be held responsible for errors of judg- 
ment or lapses of integrity. Its business is to discover such and its efficacy 
depends upon its ability to do so. It is at best a human device and in 
common with all such devices its limitations should not be ignored or 
forgotten. 




















Clearing House Examinations 


The next branch of our subject is ‘‘clearing house supervision in the 
interest of associated banks.’’ As you are doubtless ail aware this method 
of local supervision was first inaugurated in Chicago three years ago. Its 
main strength is derived from the fact that it was evolved from the volun- 
tary action of the banks themselves for their own benefit individually 
and for their protection collectively. Thus ‘‘its just powers are derived 
from the consent of the governed.’’ Similar bureaus have since been or- 
ganized in St. Louis, Minneapolis, St. Paul, San Francisco, Kansas City, 

; Philadelphia, St. Joseph, Milwaukee and Los Angeles, while other cities 
are showing their interest by investigating our methods and the benefits 
to be derived from them. - 

A short statement of the Chicago method may therefore be of interest 
to you. Neither the committee having the matter in charge nor the ex- 
aminer are hampered in their work by any code of rules and regulations 
adopted by the associated banks. Both were given an absolutely free hand. 
The committee was by resolution instructed to secure the services of a 
suitable man of experience to examine the seventeen members and some 
forty non-member banks clearing through members. Having secured the 
services of such a man, the committee in turn instructed him to engage 
the necessary help (he has now five assistants) and proceed in his own 
way to make thorough examinations of all the banks. 












Chicago’s Experiences in This Line 







Our experience has been that the banks have almost unanimously adopted 
every suggestion made by the committee. The method has worked with 
but little friction and while I cannot discuss such details as would show 
its efficacy, I can say that the result has been most satisfactory to all con- 
cerned and that much good has been accomplished for the Chicago banks 
individually and collectively. The organization being entirely voluntary 
partakes somewhat of the nature of a gentleman’s agreement, under which 
each bank binds itself to gonduct ifs business under proper methods. The 
disciplinary effectiveness of the method lies in the fact that they are all 
measured by the same standard, viz: that their statements as rendered to 
the Clearing House Association shall be satisfactory to the committee, in 
view of the examiner’s reports upon them, otherwise they cannot continue 
to enjoy clearing house privileges. In no sense, however, does the asso- 
ciation or its committee assume responsibility for the individual manage- 
ment of the banks or for the quality of all the loans current in them. This 
responsibility. as z have said before, rests, and must always rest, on the 
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officers and directors of each bank. All the committee undertakes is to 
pass judgment, and that only approximately being based on the examiner’s 
report, on the reasonable integrity of each bank’s assets and the general 
reliability of its statement. In the fact that the members of the committee 
are well posted on local credits and financial affairs lies the+ superior 
efficacy of clearing house supervision. But the committee is not omnipotent, 
it is only an ordinary human agency. Like the Comptroller, it has no 
control of the initiative management of the banks under its supervision, 


Supervision by Bank Directors 


We will now consider supervision by directors in whom is vested the 
primary responsibility- for bank management. Their supervision is in the 
combined interests of the stockholders who elect them and of the deposi- 
tors who confide in them. They govern and direct as a board, requiring 
the presence of a quorum for the transaction of business. Their official 
actions and the responsibility they assume are therefore collective and not 
individual. They are not expected to devote their entire time and atten- 
tion to the affairs of the bank and their supervision is necessarily more or 
less intermittent. They appoint and fix the remuneration of the officers and 
for cause can discipline or discharge them. Thus they, and they alone, 
control the initiative of management and on them must rest the final re- 
sponsibility for it. The officers appointed by them dispose of their time 
and their talents to the bank for the consideration of their salaries and 
assume the daily details of management. 


Co-operation of all Supervisors 


Co-operation among all supervisory powers is most desirable. National 
and State government examiners should consult and co-operate with each 
other and, where the opportunities exist, with the clearing house examiners. 
The Comptroller and the State banking commissioners might, with pro- 
priety and with much benefit to both systems, establish confidential rela- 
tions with each other and with the different clearing house committees, 
and all should keep in close touch with the bank directors and take them 
into their confidences regarding everything open to criticism in their banks. 
They are all engaged in the work of raising banking standards and im- 
proving banking conditions and they, should avail themselves of every 
opportunity for co-operating towards these highly desirable ends. 


External Supervision Alone Insufficient 


External supervision alone, under whatever authority it may be exer- 
cised, it is needless to repeat, cannot establish safe and sound banking. 
Honorable and intelligent initiative management must be relied on for the 
ultimate success of individual banks. As now administered, however, gov- 
ernmental and clearing house supervision are doing a great deal (in my 
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opinion as much as can reasonably be expected of ‘them) along the line 
of purging and purifying our system, raising our standards of banking 
and giving to the business a character which conduces to that healthful tone 
so essential to the commercial, industrial and social life of the nation. 


BANKS AS CONSERVATORS OF NATIONAL RESOURCES 
By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


A second conference of governors is soon to be called, the press informs 
us, to further consider the conservation of natural resources. It is a great 
and good work. Forests are being denuded. The ruthless hand of man is 
not only at work upon the surface but underneath the surface to waste- 
fully use the bounties of nature. And beyond the destruction of that which 
than all his ancestors were with their small fortunes. And as we look, we 
eannot be replaced, there is the wanton disfigurement of those impressive 


and beautiful natural parks, of great extent, with which we have been 
abundantly blessed as a nation. 


What of Future Generations 


It is time that the best should be saved for those who are to come. No 
matter what science may be able to do for us in the way of supplying cheap 
heat, light and power, there is abundance ready at hand if it only be con- 
served, if it be carefully used and reverently preserved. Each governor will 
have the bounty of his own state ready to name, explain and defend, and 
thus the whole area will come under the vision of those who have the good of 
their respective states most at heart. The union of the states for preserva- 
tion and defense along lines like these can but make for that other inde- 
structible union which is immaterial but never to pass away. 

Yet, however much we may look upon a movement of this kind with 
favor, we must not forget that there is an acquired wealth, made out of the 
toil and trial of the generations of the past, which it is our duty to preserve. 
And all men and all factors in this conservation are worthy of our high 
regard and our loyal good will. It is at this point that we wish to intro- 
duce the bank as one of the great agencies now engaged in preserving to the 
world the fruits of the tabor of the past. 


Development of Recent Years 


We look down the avenues of time and behold the millions who have 
gone before, tilling the soil, uncovering the mineral wealth, utilizing the 
natural waterways, manufacturing out of the crude ore the bright steel 
machine, linking states by steel rails, building the vast conglomerate archi- 
tecture by the water’s brim which we call cities, and in it all, as we have 
stated, we see not so much the material product, good as this is, but the 
volume of the energy and love of the races of men. And as we look lo, 
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we note the child of today is born into the midst of vast and helpful ac- 
tivities. Heé is the heir to all that has been done. He holds a title that is 
indefeasible to all this accumulation. He is more powerful without a dollar 
behold not so much the things as the thoughts which are imbedded in the 
things. It is in the opportunity which the youth of today has that we note 


the highest and best of all that is shown us in this panorama of material 
achievement. 


Penetrate Mystery of Accumulated Force 


We look again, and, penetrating a little farther into the mystery of this 
accumulated force and thought which we call by the name of culture or 
civilization, we not that it is sustained by the activities of those who live 
in the present. We observe that every man who does his part in the multi- 
form activities of life, however little that may be, contributes to the onward 
movement and to the upward movement that never ceases. It is the com- 
merce of today, no matter that it is charged with being mercenary and of 
dividing the people into hostile classes, that sustains and fosters the struc- 
ture, material and immaterial, of all that is in the present. To be a part of 
this activity is to be engaged in the struggle that not only makes a living for 
those who are near and dear, but which preserves and conserves all that has 
gone before to the use and pleasure of all those who are to be. 

Here then is a civilization that is sustained by labor, present and past. 
And looking at the multiform activities we note that labor is the basis of all 
that we enjoy. Labor, therefore, alone gives value. Labor produces, it dis- 
tributes, and it consumes or uses. Not a thing that is not the embodiment of 
a thought. All the centuries pouring their plenty into the lap of the pres- 
ent. And the present engaged with all the power of the human mind in 
using and enjoying all that is the result of labor. 


Value in Use Affected by That of Exchange 


But value in use is also affeeted by value in exchange. There are natural 
products which the present civilization enjoys, because of labor be it said, 
that have only a value in use and none in exchange. They are not the 
products of the toil of man, they are the natural bounties of the infinite. 
Soil is one of them; water is another of them. And so these have a value 
that is not exchangeable, save in certain ways and at certain times. The 
proximity of civilization giving them value, the susceptibility of use, and 
the property of exchange. 

It is the activities of man that preserve the uses of things. And it is his 
toil that continues to make fruitful the land and to make useful the natural 
resources of the hidden minerals. So that in the midst of the vast interde- 
pendent industries of the world of today there is an exchangeable value which 
is kept up by the continued labor of all men. This is aided by certain insti- 
tutions of his own making. For value must be, to be beneficial to all men, 
an average value. And anything that serves all men, serves to bring about 
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this average value. And through averages the whole is preserved. This 
is an important fact. 

All that exists in the commercial world, and which ministers to the grow- 
ing spirituality of the race, being made useful and preserved by activity, 
must therefore be sustained by those agencies which make commerce or busi- 
ness, more fruitful. At the very beginning of all this exchange, and this 
average value which means individual happiness, we note that money is in- 
vented and comes into use, beginning with beads in time of barter and end- 
ing with the gold standard and the paper money based on bullion in the 
midst of the present high state of civilization. But as the growth of ideas 
and the use of the inventions and products of man increase, there is need for 
an extension of money, and credit is born. This too begins with the gold- 
smiths who cared for the gold and silver plate and jewels, of the rich; and 
then issued bills of exchange thereon for foreign purposes; and then 
held the savings of their customers and became gradually banks of de- 
posit as well as credit. It ends with the savings bank of today which, sup- 
plementing the vast volume of business done by the commercial bank and 
the trust company, makes it possible for the man of small savings to utilize 
his labor and advance himself not only as a person of frugality and saving, 


but of thrift as well, since it is more and more possible for him to borrow on 
the minimum of his savings at the bank. 


Part Played by the Bank 


Having now established the bank as a part of all the activity, we note 
that its use furthers all business, because, owing to the elements of time and 
place, the issue of credit is well nigh universal, and is indispensable, and a 
growing part of all this human activity. Therefore, since credit enables the 
use of all that is, and assists man to mortgage his energy and his future toil 
and success, it is one of the most essential factors in keeping alive the pres- 
ent day civilization and in furthering and promoting the growth of man in 

happiness and comfort. The bank, being the admitted fountain of credit in 
' this a free country, is therefore an indispensable part of the whole politico- 
economic fabric, and is an institution which in every work that it does tends 
to sustain the best there is in our own times and to aid us in attaining a 
better condition in the future. The conservation of the natural and national 
resources then, is the work of the bank, for aside from making the natural 
and undeveloped resources useful, the bank, by its place in commerce, pre- 
serves the momentum of trade, and by credit, which is the lifeblood of trade, 
conserves all the acquired wealth of man in ideas, in institutions, in activi- 


ties, and in the hope and faith of the toilers who see a better day dawning 
all the time. 


How a Bank Aids Commerce 
We need not show here the simple principles of how a bank aids 


commerce, how, for instance, the pool of deposits makes the issuance of 
eredit possible, how the book credits aid in the universal cancellation of in- 
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debtedness, how the issue of bank notes aids in the small trade of the coun- 
try, and how, because of the universal confidence of the people in their bank- 
ing institutions, the bank draft is the real money of the country issuing in 
any denomination and then disappearing when its mission is performed only 
to be issued again without delay and forever as long as there is need. We 
know these things, but we do not always think of the bank as an institution 
that, by this very work is conserving the preservation of the acquired wealth 
of the people, a work fully as important as the mere enactment of law which 
shall preserve inviolate the bounties of nature, is a great factor in that 
growth which is unceasing and which in time shall work equal rights for all. 


Banks as Conservators of Wealth 


Why the mere ministerial functions of the bank are for the conservation 
of the acquired or created wealth of the country. Take the matter of saving 
and thrift alone. What a boon this is to the people! Here is the founda- 
tion for individual happiness in the years to come. Here is the first lesson in 
wealth getting. A penny saved is a penny made. Here there is a place for 
the safe keeping of the money and credit which the depositor is able to place 
there. And this alone would make a frugal people rich in the course of time. 
But we must look only on the larger helpfulness in this place. 

The selftaught and selfrespecting business man is the good citizen. It is 
out of the man’s power to erystallize his dreams that he wins wealth. It is 
out of the ideas and the ideals of his business life that he is enabled to pro- 
ject and carry out great enterprises. And through and through all that he 
thus does, is woven the golden thread of his ability to get credit, to get the 
stored up labor of others out of the use of which he is enabled to build fac- 
tories and make valleys fertile, and send ships down the seven seas, for ex- 
change and profit. As he does these things well or ill, he gains a prestige 
among his fellows which, added to his real wealth in tangible property is 
another form of value which we eall eredit-capital. The man becomes a 
financier and has power to do and to dare. At his right hand in all the - 
undertakings is the bank. Here he comes daily with all his transactions, 
and here, too, or to that allied institution the trust company, come the com- 
munities and the great corporations in search of credit with which to plan 
and carry on the new enterprises which the genius of man is constantly 
building and operating. Thus the bank is a first aid in the creation of that 
which we term capital, that labor which is represented in stocks and bonds, 
or securities, in turn are based on actual value in real things and value in 
operation under the spur of competition, value that is contained in their 
ability to minister to the wants and needs of man in this active and very real 
world of labor and love. 

Here arises the rich man, he who in the activities of the time either 
through fortunate circumstances or by the sheer prowess of his own ideas 
and management has gained a greater control over industry and property 
than his neighbor. Here too, as it would be very easy to show, is the 
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emergence of the great philanthropist in our affairs. And the aid which the 
bank has been to men in making them millionaires, and to the poor man in 
making him well to do, and in conserving the acquired wealth in things, 
thoughts and institutions, has at last flowered into that philanthropy on the 
part of the very rich which is starring the nation with beneficences for the 
poor, the unfortunate and the diseased. So, too, schools are builded with 
princely endowments that, bearing their weight downward on the common 
schools, tend to lift up the youth no matter his lmeage or station into the 
light of the opportunities that are clustering thick around him at every step. 
And having done this, by its real work through the decades of the past these 
same banking institutions stand ready to lend to the right young man their 
eredit-making power that he, as an individual, may fight his way to the 
front and to competence and wealth, if cireumstances have so surrounded 
him that he has none to begin a life work with. 

Then, on the establishment of all these institutions, we note that the 
people rise higher in the scale, until even in our own time it is indeed true 
more than it has ever been, though to some the words may seem idle, that 
it is believed to be a disgrace to die rich. Having overcome, the man now dis- 
dains. Above the feverish activity of a life of toil and trade rises the desire 
of the people, a growing and unmistakable desire to get a competence and 
quit, to live the quiet life, to live the plain life and have the high thought. 
Out of commerce, in a word, culture! And in it all from first to last, and 


again throughout the round, is the work of the bank, helping and aiding 
where and when it can. 


Where All This Effort Leads 


Let us reiterate. Out of toil, capital; out of capital, institutions; out of 
institutions, culture; out of culture, the higher life. The bank a first aid all 
the time. First in aiding men to make the most of their primitive opportu- 
nities. Then an aid in allowing them to preserve behind vaults their riches 
in money, or their riches in jewels and plate, riches that show forth nothing 
so much as that over and above their living and their needs men have been 
able to accumulate something which has exchangeable value, albeit the me- 
dium of exchange have little usefulness compared with that which it serves 
to exchange among men. Then, out of this stored up labor, having an ex- 
changeable value for all that is made by man, comes the issue of credit, en- 
abling a man to mortgage his future, and to buy and sell before he pays; 
everywhere over the civilized world these pools of bank deposits, out of 
which men get, through the alchemy of the bank’s functioning, a way to do 
business and to get ahead. And out of it all, the sustaining of the increas- 
ing activity of mankind, the growth of institutions and the culture of the 
masses. 

To have had part, thus, in making today better than any other day in 
the history of the world is the work of the bank; and in doing this it is one 


of the prime factors in conserving the acquired wealth, or resources, of the 
country. 
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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Probably the most encouraging develop- 
ment the last few weeks has been the ten- 
dency of money to show little firmer rates. 
Some time ago the Western banks marked 
up loans but not until the middle of the 
month did the eastern institutions begin to 
take action in this direction. Philadelphia 
was the first and then time rates advanced 
a little in New York. 

Then came the signs of a little better ten- 
dency abroad when the Imperial Bank of 
Germany advanced its oflicial minimum dis- 
count rate from 31% to 4 per cent from which 
it was decreased February 16 of this year. 

While the action at Berlin means nothing 
practically from a market viewpoint, broadly 
considered its significance is greater than 
anything that has occurred in any of the 
world’s money markets for some time past. 

In the first place, it probably means that 
the era of abundant and cheap money which 
has had such great influence in molding 
financial affairs since our panic of two years 
ago is approaching an end. The hardening 
of money rates in the New York market was 
said to indicate the same, but when it is 
remembered that advance in rates was due 
almost solely to seasonable currency ship- 
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ments to the crop regions, its significance 
does not seem so broad. With the German 
bank, however, it is different. This action 
is to be considered of international impor- 
tance, as it has direct bearing on all the 
money markets of Europe and indirect bear- 
ing on our own. A 4 per cent bank rate for 
Berlin makes that center practically immune 
from the gold demands from Russia to which 
it lately has been subject and shifts those 
demands onto London and Paris to supply. 
This means that English and French money 
rates will be affected eventually. England 
was compelled today to forego its weekly 
supply of new South African gold, as Russia 
was so keen a bidder that the entire supply 
of $2,250,000 was taken for St. Petersburg. 

Egypt, Turkey and South America are 
beginning to call on London for gold. A 
drain of metal in every direction may mean 
that eventually the English bank rate will 
go higher. As yet there is no discussion of 
such action, as the British institution’s sup- 
ply of gold is exceptionally large. For the 
broad significance of an advanced German 
Bank rate one need recall only 1905, when 
on September 11 an advance from 3 to 4 
per cent occurred under conditions in the 
world’s money markets much resembling 
those now ruling. 

That action introduced the season of se- 
vere stringency of the autumn of four years 
ago, when New York bank reserves fell be- 
low the legal requirement and when Wall 
street was brought face to face with 125 
per cent for call money. No one looks for 
any great stringency in money this fall, as. 
for one thing, the two years that have gone 
by do not resemble the two which preceded 
the autumn of 1905 in the excesses of the 
world’s money markets; nevertheless the 
universal tendency lately to speculate with 
the piled-up reserves in the banks is felling, 
and an interesting sequel can be looked for 
when trade activity of the world finally calls 
for all the money released after the panic 
two years ago. 

* * > 

The money market is the controlling in- 
fluence just now in foreign exchange. The 
decidedly firmer tendency of the former has 
caused exchange to decline, thus bringing 
about a natural development for this time 
of the year. This influence, however, was 
not allowed to have its full force, as there 
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were other factors brought into play which 
contributed a certain amount of strength to 
the market and prevented it from going still 
lower. The raising of the New York money 
market to the level of a 3 per cent call 
money rate and a 3%,@4 per cent quota- 
tion for ninety-day loans the middle of Sep- 
tember with the respective % per cent and 
11% per cent rates in London, it will be seen 
at once was sufficient to have no small effect 
upon exchange conditions. Freely as the 
drawing of finance bills was being under- 
taken before this situation made the transfer 
of foreign funds to this market decidedly 
more propitious. 
* * * 

Invariably after panics, and especially 
those felt ‘keenly in the world’s markets, 
money experiences a long period of ease. 
The Bank of England’s minimum discount 
rate is as fair a guide as any, and the show- 
ing there is striking. The bank rate ad- 
vanced to 10 per cent in November, 1857, 
but fell to 3 per cent within three months, 
and did not rise above 34% per cent before 
the end of April, 1859. In the Overend- 
Gurney panic of 1866 the bank rate was 10 
per cent in May of that year: but had fallen 
to 2% per cent within a year. The rate did 
not rise above 2 per cent until November, 
1868. After the crisis of 1873, after the 
bank rate had touched 9 per cent in Novem- 
ber, it had fallen to 24% per cent by the fol- 
lowing June. After the less serious develop- 
ments of 1884 the rate fell again from 5 
per cent to 2 per cent in less than six 
months. It was at 2% per cent seven 
months after the Baring panic, and, al- 
though no very high rate was touched in 
1893, the absolute minimum of 2 per cent 
was established in February of the following 
year and maintained for close on two years. 

* * * - 

In the business world conditions. are ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory. In all lines of manu- 
facture the plants are rapidly approaching 
their full capacity. This is the direct result 
of the period of stagnation and curtailment. 


SUPERVISION OF THE BANKS 


Comptroller Murray’s declaration that 
his campaign for more active supervision on 
the part of the national directors has been 
productive of much good leads to the con- 
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clusion that there will be no let up in hie 
demand for exacting “more rigid methods 
of bank control.” Doubtless there was need 
of looking into the lax methods which too 
frequently prevail and finding means of 
bracing up the boards of directors in many 
cases. But this does not relieve some of the 
questions that were prescribed of their ab- 
surdity or justify the assumption that di- 
rectors should be so familiar with all the 
details of management. 

It was found that all excepting about six 
per cent of the directors examined pro- 
fessed to be fully informed of the char- 
acter, habits and “general standing” of the 
employes of the banks. This is really the 
most important point, for with the larger 
banks it is absolutely necessary to trust the 
officers and employes in regard to details. 
It is said, for instance, that 80 per cent could 
not certify to the genuineness of signatures 
on discounted notes, and this is regarded 
as “not an encouraging showing.” In only 
about 31 per cent of cases were loans ap- 
proved by directors, and in 22 per cent more 
by committees of directors. 

Approval of loans by directors in large 
institutions is mostly a form and comes 
after the loans have been made and not be- 
fore. There, too, the special knowledge and 
judgment of officers must be relied upon if 
business is to proceed with promptness. It 
is said that not more than seven per cent 
of the banks have any plan for calling in 
pass books for the directors to look over. 
It is difficult to see why any should have 
such a plan, if they have proper officers and 
clerks. 


IlIness extending over a period of several 
months, and nervous prostration as the re- 
sult of overwork, are assigned as the reasons 
for the suicide of John W. Castles, president 
of the Union Trust Co. of New York.

In 1893 he became 
president of the Hibernia National, a con- 
solidation of several leading banks of New 
Orleans. Later he went to New York and 
for four years was president of the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, resigning at the end 
of 1908.

Lewis E. Pierson of New York Elected President; F. O. Watts, Nashville, Tennessee,

Lewis E. Pierson, president of the Irving 
National Exchange Bank of New York City, 
was elected to the presidency of the asso- 
ciation and charged with the duty of carry- 
ing on the progress of the organization at 
the rate achieved within the tenure of office 
of George M. Reynolds, who yielded the 
gavel to the New York banker as one of the 
last acts of the convention.

William Livingstone, pres- 
ident of the Dime Savings Bank of Detroit, 
Mich., was chosen by the executive body as 
its new chairman.

Kauffman of Tacoma, Wash., 
elected.

Among the significant results of the 
five days of the bankers’ meeting are the 
following: 

The work of the congressional currency 
commission on the most important finan- 
cial problem of the day was approved and 
its report awaited without interference or 
recommendation. 

The movement to create a central bank, 
with branches in the leading commercial 
centers, was launched and made the sub- 
ject of animated discussion. 

The segregation of savings deposits, 
wherever held, and their proper safeguard- 
ing by uniform laws, was adopted as the 
principle upon which new banking legisla- 
tion must be based. 

The postal savings bank plan was con- 
demned in unqualified terms and the con- 
vention went on record as unalterably op- 
posed. 

The guaranty of bank deposits was se- 
verely criticised, and in opposition to this 
also the convention gave a unanimous vote. 

Uniform laws were approved whose en- 
actments will give to bills of lading legal 
standing as negotiable instruments. 

A movement to secure uniform taxation 
of bank capitalization was inaugurated, the 
plan being an appeal to Congress for an 
amendment to the national bank act. 

The proposition to enlarge the charter of 
national banks to admit of the acceptance 
of savings accounts under certain restric- 
tions as to their security met with opposi- 
tion and was deferred. 

Investigation of a plan to encourage the 
organization of companies for the insurance 
of commercial notes, with the aim of avert- 
ing bank failures, was undertaken in com- 
mittee. 

The investigation of the increase in fees 
of surety companies supplying the approved 
form of bond for bank employes was taken 
up, a plan to organize a surety concern con- 
trolled by the association being in contem- 
plation if the present charges the not re- 


duced. 
- * * 


The following resolution was adopted and 
referred to the executive council for action: 


Whereas, A number of corporations do- 
ing business as surety companies have, as 
the result, possibly, or an agreement among 
themselves, advised their banking clients 
that the charge heretofore made by such 
surety companies in underwriting deposi- 
tary bonds is to be increased 100 per cent. 
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Resolved, That the executive committee 
of this association name a committee from 
the membership of the association to con- 
sider the subject matter of this resolution 
and, by negotiation with the surety compan- 
ies, or otherwise, endeavor to secure such 
reasonable abatement of the present charge 
made when underwriting depositary bonds as 
shall relieve solvent banks from an undue 
burden and at the same time permit a rea- 
sonable profit to the surety companies as the 
value of their service rendered should 
suggest. 

The following was adopted and referred 
to the legislative committee: 

Resolved, That the committee on cred- 
its, or a special committee to be appointed 
by the president, is hereby requested to do 
all in its power to encourage the organiza- 
tion of insurance companies for the insur- 
ance of commercial notes or to induce or en- 
courage existing casualty insurance com- 
panies to add this as a special line of insur- 
ance, and it is hereby authorized to expend 
any reasonable amount out of the treasury 
of the American Bankers’ Association for 
this purpose.

That national banks doing business as 
savings banks come under control of the 
state of California, is the opinion of Alden 
Anderson, superintendent of banks, and be- 
cause of this control Anderson holds that 
it is his province under the new banking 
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law to investigate national banks doing a 
savings bank business, the same as he in- 
vestigates banking institutions having state 
charters. 


NEBRASKA BANKERS MEET 


At the convention of the Nebraska Bank- 
ers’ Association early last month at Omaha, 
resolutions concerning the strengthening of 
the control and supervision of banks were 
adopted as follows: 

Whereas, It is a matter for congratu- 
lation on the-part of the members of this 
association that the banking interests ot 
this state are in such a sound, prosperous 
and healthy condition, yet in the interests 
of safe and prudent banking, and in order 
that the banking business of the state may 
be established and maintained on the high- 
est possible plane, it would seem the part of 
wisdom for some united action to be taken 
by all the banks in the state, for the pur- 
pose of strengthening the present system 
of control and supervision, and, 

Whereas, a plan, designated by the Pres- 
ident of this Association as the Howey plan, 
and which contemplates such unity of action, 
has been recommended by him for adoption 
by this Association, therefore, 

Be it resolved, That he be, and_ is, 
hereby empowered to appoint a commission 
of five members, whose duty it shall be to 
consider the proposed Howey plan, as well 
as any other plan or system that will, if 
adopted by this Association, accomplish the 
same ends, namely—the better regulation 
and control of the banking business of this 
State, and who shall put in concrete form, 
such plan as by them may be deemed the 
most feasible and practicable, and submit 
the same to the members of this Association 
for their approval or rejection at the earliest 
possible moment. This to be accomplished 
by placing the findings of the commission 
before each member through the office of the 
Secretary of the Association, and the vote 
of the members on the proposition to be 
tabulated by him, and when complete, to be 
submitted to the Executive Council of the 
Association, and, 

Be it further resolved, that in the event a 
majority of the members of the Association 
shall record themselves in favor of the adop- 
tion by the Association of the plan pro- 
posed by the commission, then it shall be 
the duty of the Executive Council to call a 
special meeting of the Association, for the 
purpose of adopting the proposed plan, and 
putting it in operation. 

Concerning the use of travelers’ checques 
the following was adopted: 

Resolved, We recommend that all mem- 
bers of this Association who handle Travel- 
ers’ Checques, give preference to those issued 
under the plan which has received the ap- 
proval of the American Bankers’ Association. 











AMERICAN INSTITUTE GLEANINGS

Permanent quarters have been secured, 
including reading room, meeting hall and 
cloak room, and these will be fitted up in a 
way that will not only make the members 
feel comfortable but studious as well. 

The chapter is fortunate in having been 
able to make arrangements with the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in connection with its 
educational work. A special evening course 
in commerce will be given and is one which 
should appeal to every ambitious young 
man. This course will include, Money and 
Banking, Economies, Accounting and Busi- 
ness Law, one evening a week being devoted 
to each study. This wi]l enable the student 
to take one or more studies as he chooses. 
The instruction will be in charge of four 
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of the regular professors in the Department 
of Economics of the University. The tuition 
fee will be nominal. A financial education 
is now within the reach of every chapter 
member who is willing to put aside a little 
of his spare time to that end. 


Cleveland Chapter 

The Cleveland Chapter of the American 
Institute of Banking will- give a minstrel 
show some time in October. The members 
are already in training for the entertain- 
ment, and they are advertising it under the 
title, “Bankers in Burnt Cork.”

The bankers’ minstrel show will be well 
staged, and the parts will be taken by mem- 
bers who are brushing up their “stunts,” 
and searching the curriculum of local humor 
with a view of making their first effort a 
bright and up-to-date event that will whet 
the appetites of their patrons for more of 
the same kind next year. The committees 
are made up of the most prominent officials 
and employes of the local banks, who are 
entering into the spirit of the occasion with 
a zest and relish that promises Success from 
both an artistic and financial standpoint. 


Compilations by the state board of equali- 
zation show the aggregate resources of the 
state and national banks in Idaho to be 
$42,782,000. Their total assessed valuation, 
including all money returned for taxation, 
is placed at $2,425,000. This class of prop- 
erty is subject to reductions on account of 
debts due to bona fide residents of the state 
and as real estate owned by banks is often 
appraised separately still further reduction 
is made. The total assessed valuation 
amounts to between 5 and 6 per cent of the 
total resources as reported to the state bank 
commissioner and the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. The resources of the state banks are 


$21,976,000, while the national banks report 
$20,775,000.

Reforms affecting foreign exchange trad- 
ing were the subject of discussion by repre- 
sentatives of the principal New York bank- 
ing institutions which operate foreign ex- 
change departments at a meeting held re- 
cently at the instance of John E. Gardin, 
vice-president and manager of the Foreign 
Exchange department of the National City 
Bank. The most important matter under 
consideration concerned the placing of all 
foreign exchange operations on a cash basis, 
i. e., requiring payment upon delivery of 
the exchange, in lieu of the present method, 
whereby payments may be made a day or 
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two after delivery. No agreement in the 
matter was reached, it having been decided 
to refer the question for consideration to 
a committee. 

The Des Moines National Bank announces 
that it has abandoned its projected estab- 
lishment of a savings department. Instead 
it is probable that the bank will increase 
its capital stock from $300,000 to $500,000 
towards the close of the present year.

The National banks of Milwaukee had 
$1,124,212 more loans on September 1, ac- 
cording to the bank statements, than at the 
last previous report on June 23, 1909. Dur- 
ing the interval between the two statements, 
loans of National banks advanced 34% per 
cent, deposits increased 8 per cent, cash re- 
sources went up to 19 per cent and total re- 
sources up 6 per cent. 

Weed, Junear & Company, one of the old 
financial institutions of Weyauwega, Wis., 
who have conducted a private banking busi- 
ness for several years without being organ- 
ized as a bank, have brought suit to test 
the constitutionality of the trust company 
law passed by the last session of the legis- 
lature. The Weyauwega firm is said to have 
deposits of $250,000. 

According to the repert of the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, there were received dur- 
ing the month of August, 1909, 34 appli- 
cations to organize National banks. Of the 
applications pending, 34 were approved and 
4 rejected. In the same month 32 banks, 
with total capital of $2,200,000, were au- 
thorized to begin business, of which num- 
ber 22, with capital of $575,000, had indi- 
vidual capital of less than $50,000 and 10 
with capital of $1,625,000 individual capital 
of $50,000 or over. The total number of 
National banks organized is 9,526, of which 
2,528 have discontinued business, leaving in 
existence, 6,998 banks with authorized capi- 
tal of $956,017,775 and circulation outstand- 
ing secured by bonds, $672,263,695. The 
total amount of National bank circulation 
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outstanding is $698,845,474, of which $26,- 
581,779 is covered by lawful money of a like 
amount deposited with the treasurer of the 
United States on account of liquidating and 
insolvent National banks and associations 
which have reduced their circulation.
